I. That the Society is instituted for the publication of Literary Remains 
illustrative of Anglo-Saxon and Early English History and Philology. 


II. That the Society shail consist of such persons under the number of 
five hundred as, having been admitted Members, shall duly pay their Sub- 
scriptions and conform to the Laws of the Society. 


III. The management of the affairs of the Society shall be vested in a 
President and a Council, subject to the control of the Members assembled 
at a General Meeting. 


IV. The Council shall consist of Seventeen Members of the Society, to be 
elected annually by the Members at large at a General Meeting; but no 
person shall be eligible for election who is not already a Member of the 
Council, or whose name has not been transmitted to the Secretary in a 
written nomination, signed by two Members, on or before the 27th day of 
April preceding the General Meeting. 


V. That the President and Council shall, from amongst their own body, 
elect a Director, who shall act as Chairman of the Council in the absence 
of the President, and also a Treasurer and Secretary. 


VI. The President and Council shall elect Members, appoint Local 
Secretaries, and all other officers, fill up all vacancies, and make such By- 
laws for the regulation of their own proceedings as from time to time shall 
seem expedient. 


VII. Three Members of the Council for the past year shall in every year 
be ineligible for re-election. 


VIIT. A General Meeting of the Society shall be held on the 27th day of 
May 1844, and on the 27th day of May in every succeeding year, except 
when that day shall fall on a Sunday, and then such General Meeting shall 
be held on the following day. 


IX. The Annual Subscription of the Society shall be One Pound, pay- 
able in advance on or before the 1st day of January in each year; but to 
meet the various expenses incidental to the formation of the Society, &c., 
the Subscription of every Member for his first year shall be Two Pounds.
